SHE ‘ WAS ALSO DRUNK. 


Sequel to a Carousal of iAttle Girls in 
a Thirteenth Street Base- 
ment. 


Now a 18-year-old child has tried to com- 
mit suicide.

larger dimensions’ may be produced. In 
principle his process is similar to the one 
already used. That is, to crystallize car- 
bon out of fron and steel by means of high 
3 and high temperature. Yet there 

an improvement in the technical opera- 
tion. Pulverized coal, iron chips and liquid 
carbonic acid are inclosed in a strong steel 
tube hermetically sealed and subjected to 
an electric arc ‘tween two terminals in 
the ends of the tube. 

The iron liquifies, is saturated by parts 
of the pulverized coal and at the same time 
the liquid carbonic acid evaporates, thereby 
creating enormous pressure on the liquid 
iron and coal. This pressure considerably 
increases the dissolution of the coal in the 
liquid iron, While the mixture is cooling 
the carbon crystallizes partly in the form 
of real diamonds and partly in the form 
of similar stones. These crystals are re- 
leased from the ingot by dissolving the 
iron in diluted muriatic acid. The mixture 
by this method remains under high press- 
ure during the operation of the electric 
current.

The Australian Murderer Decides to 
Fight No Longer Against Extra- 
dition From America. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., March 15.—Frank 
Butler, alias Ashe, alias Newman, the ac- 
cused murderer Capt. Lee Seller, Arthur 
Preston and Charles Burgess, has decided 
to kive up his fight against the efforts of 
Australian police to secure his extradition 
from s country. He gives as his reasons 
for this action that he has no ho that 
the Supreme Court will reverse District 
Judge orrow, and he canhot stand the 
cost of carrying the matter to the court of 
last resort. 

Butler said that he had considered the 
matter and had come to the conclusion that 
he felt confident the Supreme Court would 
decide against him, and that an appeal 
would ve him nothing I a 8 een 
ment tne Gay whic e wo ave 
to return to 45 to —— or. the 
crimes with which he stands charged. 

He considered it best for him to no longer 
Oppose the matter of his extradition. Ulti- 
matel he said, he would have to go on 
trial for his life, and the sooner the thing 
was over the better it would be for him.

A GLOOMY DAY FOR: THE HOME- 
LESS PEOPLE NEAR MEMPHIS. 


WATERS STILL RISING. 


THE 


Hundreds of Human Beings and Cattle 
Are Rescued From Houses 
and Tree-Tops. 


The following changes -have occurred: 

Risen at Nashville, 2.1; Memphis, 3; Vicks- 
burg, 6; Augusta, 1.3. 

The rivers are above the danger Une and 
rising at Cairo, 9; Nashville, 1.6; Memphis, 
3.3. They are above the danger line and fall- 
ing, at Louisville, 9; Chattanooga, 4.9. The 
river at Vicksburg is 6 below the danger ine 
and rising; at Memphis it is 7 above the 
highest record for any previous year. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., March 15.—The day 
dawned dark and gloomy for the homeless 
inhabitants of the flooded stricken districts 
in the territory near this point.. Rain began 
falling shortly after 7 o’clock and at this 
hour is coming down in torrents, adding 
to the suffering already caused by the over- 
flowing of streams. 

The work of rescuing people and stock 
continues and is being eonducted system- 
atically. A Citizens’ Relief Committee has 
been organized; boats have been char- 
tered, and funds raised. By these means 
hundreds of head of stock and almost as 
many men, women and children have been 
rescued from houses and tree tops in the 
overflowed district and brought to this city 
by harbor towboats with barges attached. 

The gauge here reads 36.3, a rise of cne 
foot in twenty-four hours, and all indica- 
(ions point towards a further rise. News 
comes to-day of the partial breaking of 
tie St. Franels levee, sixty miles above 
Memphis, at a point near the south end of 
the levee. Just what damage will result 
cannot be foretold, put local steamer cap- 
tains say great additional suffering and 
loss will result.

THE ADMIRALS OF THE POWERS 
GET THEIR ORDERS. 


EXCEPT FRANCE AND ITALY. 


These Two Nations Say That the Oc- 
cupation of Crete Would Cost 
Them Too Much. 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 15.—All the 
Admirals except the French and Italian 
commanders have been ordered to immedi- 
ately blockade the principal Greek ports, 
especially the Piraeus (the port of Athens), 
Syria and Volo. — 

An ultimatum will forthwith be addressed 
to Greece by the Admirals of the foreign 
fleets. 


VIENNA, March 15.—The proposal of the 
Powers that France and Italy occupy the 
Island of Crete with a mixed force of 25,000 
men has been déclined by the Governments 
of those countries on the score of expense. 
The occupation of Crete, therefore, will be 
undertaken by the forces of the other 
Powers, although Germany and Austria 
will only nominally take part in the occu- 
pation in order to show that they are 
agreeable to the measure. The Powers are 
now discussing the details of the autono- 
mous government to be conferred upon 
Crete and the choice of a Governor, who 
will, it is said, be a Frenchman. ~

City Counselor William C. Marshal went 
to Washington Monday te argue the West- 
ern Union pole tax case before the United 
States Supreme Court. The suit was 
brought by the city April 7, 1888, and was to 
compel the company to pay an annual tax 
of $ per pole on 1,508 poles from July 1,

The company won in the Circuit Court.

It shall be unlawful for any 
corporation organized under the iaws 
of this State or doing business in this 
State to make any. contributions of 
money or other thing of value either 
directly or indirectly to any political 
party or to any committee or person 
acting for or on behalf of any political 
party. 

Sec. 2. Any corporation violating the 
provisions of this act shall be deemed 
uilty of a felony and punished by a 

ne of not less than $500 and not more 

than 5.000, to be paid into the State 
Treasury, and, in addition thereto, shall 
forfeit any charter it may hold under 
the laws of this State; or if it be a 
foreign corporation it shall, in addition 
to such fine, forfeit the right to do busi- 
néss in this State, and it shall be the 
duty of the Attorney-General to see 
that all violations of this act are 
romptly prosecuted, and all Prosecut- 
ng and Circuit Attorneys or City Coun- 
selors residing where such corporation 
may do business shall, upon the request 
of the Attorney-General, assist in all 
such prosecutions. 

The emergency failed to receive the con- 
stitutional majority and was therefore de- 
feated.

GIVE UP CUBA. 


SPAIN MUST DO THAT OR ABAN- 
DON THE PHILIPPINES. 


SENDING TROOPS TO MANILA. 


Instead of More Men or Cuba, Part of 
the Spanish Forces May 
Be Withdrawn. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 15.—The Sun has the 
following cable from Havana: 

A deep impression has been produced 
by the news from Madrid that La Corre- 
spondencia de Espana has urged the Gov- 
ernment to send to the Philippines the men 
requested for Cuba by Weyler. 

The general idea here is that this influ- 
ential Spanish newspaper suggests the aban- 
donment of Cuba by stopping the remis- 
sion from the mother country of all re- 
sources of war to the Spaniards in Cuba. 

The concentration of the Spanish forces 
at the Cuban seaports by order of Gen. 
Weyler is but the beginning of the abandon- 
ment of the island. The interior towns 
will soon be left defenseless and will fall 
into the hands of the insurgents or be re- 
duced to a state of anarchy. 


Gen. Weyler explains this strange measure 
by saying that it is only a precaution im- 
posed by the coming rainy season in order 
to protect the Spanish soldiers as much as 
possible from the ravages of the yellow 
fever, yet yellow fever is far more formi- 
dable on the seacoast than in the healthier 
parts of the island. 

Thoughtful persons here are convinced 
that the question now before the Spanish 

overnment to decide is, which of the two 
colonies shall be retained, the Philippines 
or Cuba. Both cannot longer be retained 
under the present conditions by Spain, ex- 
hausted and penniless as she is. 

“We must decide and soon,“ says a letter, 
“which we shall strive to keep under our 
flag, or we shall n the risk of losing 
both.” — 

The news the Spanish Government 
desires Weyler’s resignation, though care- 
fully suppressed by the press censor, has 
become known to the general public and is 
much commented upon. It is added that 
Campos is using all his influence in favor 
of the appointment of Gen. Sabas Marin 
to be Captain-General. 

Day by day the outlook for the Spanish 
cause becomes blacker. There is much talk 
over the fact that Weyler, notwithstanding 
the formal declaration made by La Lucha 
that he was going again td take personal 
command of the army in the province of 
Santa Clara, is still in the City of Havana. 

“Weyler neither resigns nor fights," is the 
general comment. It is known that he is 
very busy at the palace sending diepatches 
to Madrid in che hope to allay the storm 
against him and keep his office. He does 
not relish the idea of returning to Spain 
under a cloud,

PASS THE RYDER BILL. 

The Senate should pass the Ryder Beer 
Inspection bill. There is reason to believe 
that it would compel the manufacture in 
Missouri of a purer and better article of 
beer, and this would be in the interest of 
the hundreds of thousands of beer drink- 
ers, -But this is not the chief reason for 
passing it at this time. It is meeded for 
the revenue it would produce. 

On the basis of the appropriations al- 
ready agreed upon, there is an estimated 
deficit of nearly $450,000 in the State’s 
revenues during the next two years. The 
larger part of this deficit would be made 
up if the Ryder bill were enacted into 
law with a proviso that the revenue it 
yields should be turned into the State 
treasury for general purposes. If the 
deficit is made up by other taxes, then 
the revenue yielded by the Ryder bill 
would resuit in a few years in a great 
improvement of country roads through- 


out the State and a consequent increase 


in tee value of farms and of farm prod- 
ucts. ) 

And the tax imposed would not be 
burdensome. It would be paid by the 
brewers, and they are easily able to pay 
it. No interest in Missouri has flourished 
as have the breweries during the last 
ten years of industrial depression, They 
have grown enormously in value. Their 
profits have been increased, not only by 
the increase of consumption, but by a 
very great reduction in the cost of every- 
thing that enters into the production of 
beer, including labor. They have en- 
joyed the protection of the State while 

’ bullding up these vast properties, and 
have returned practically nothing for this 
protection. 

The city members of the Senate, under 
pressure from the breweries, will no 
Goubt oppose the Ryder bill. But the 
‘country members are strong enough to 
Pass it and they should pass it.

Stone, 
in his letter published to-day, why this 
bill ought to pass, none is worthy of 
more serious consideration than the one 
coupling the University with the public 
school system, Ex-Gov. Stone asks, “Do 
we wish simply to have a good system 
of district schools and high schools, too,

and wemen of the State who show them- 
selves capable of it to receive a higher 
education, We want to make it possible 
for the gons and daughters of the plain 
people to progress from the district school

This can only be made possible by 
properly supporting the entire public ed- 
ucational system. Members of the House 
do not need to be reminded that the State 
University is no costly class college, 
drawing the line against students of 
mall means who desire to benefit by its 
course of study. The low cost of tuition 
and living and the humerous scholarships 
make it possible for persons of small 
means to get an university education, 
And the only way to extend these facil- 
ities and bring the benefits of higher edu- 
cation nearer to the masses is to give the 
State University such support that tul- 
tion fees may be yet further reduced and 
the University made as nearly as possible 
the highest branch of the public school 
system, in which no tuition fees are 
charged, 2 

TRUDE’S GOOD SENSE. 

A. S. Trude, the ablest exponent of the 
gold sentiment in the Chicago Democ- 
racy, showed the good sense that has 
abwhys distinguished him in gracefully 
accepting the triumph of the silver men 
in the Chicago city convention.
